Ford, O'Connell-Diaz and McCabe. I am Chairman

Scott. We have a quorum.

Before moving into the agenda,

according to Section 1700.10 of Title II of the

Administrative Code, this is the time we allow

members of the public to address the Commission.

Members of the public wishing to address the

Commission must notify the Chief Clerk's Office at

least 24 hours prior to Commission meetings.

According to the Chief Clerk's Office, we have no

requests to speak at today's meeting.

Moving on to the agenda for today, we

will begin with approval of minutes from our June 27

Bench Session. I understand amendments have been

forwarded.

So as we welcome Jonathan, we also

want to thank Randy for his outstanding service both

before that time and during that time and look

forward to continuing to work with Randy in the

future as well. Thanks.

Anything else from the Commissioners?

Commissioner Ford.

COMMISSIONER FORD: Yes. I wanted to welcome

Jonathan and look forward to working with you for the

next several months.

MR. FEIPEL: Absolutely.

CHAIRMAN SCOTT: Well, we will leave any

interpretation.
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Judge Wallace, anything further to

come before the Commission today?

JUDGE WALLACE: No, that's all, Mr. Chairman.

CHAIRMAN SCOTT: Thank you. Hearing nothing

else, this meeting stands adjourned.
